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BONES OF MURDERED WOMEN 
| 
FOUND UNDER RUINS OF HOUSE 


Bardstown, Ky., 
"March 
10.—Be­ 
neath the ruins of a tenant 
house, 
where they had lain for more than a 
year, human bones, identified as those 
of Mary Rose Hagan, were found to­ 
day, where her husband, Lang: Hagan, 
has confessed he buried the body af­ 
ter slaying his wife, 
Hagan, ill in the Charleston, Mo., 
jail, confessed yesterday he 
had kill 
ed her when she threatened to leave 
hijn. 
He believed his illness would 
be fatal before he could be brought 
to trial, but Nelson County officials 
made arrangements 
today to 
send 
deputies from here 
tomorrow to re­ 
turn him for trial. 
The bones were found 314 feet be­ 
low a slate floor in the cellar. A wed­ 
ding ring, clothing, scissors and 
a 
strand of hair were discovered 
with 
the body. 
A Coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
that the “remains” were 
those 
of 
Mary Rose Hagan, W'ife of Lang £la- 
gan; that she “came to her death by 
being murdered by her husband, and 
the body buried in the house”. 
Hagan said he set fire to the house 
after burying the body. 
Officials began digging in the ruins 
last night upon being advised of the 
confession. 
Resuming the work this 
morning before a crowd estimated at 
100 persons, the laborers found the 
grave at noon. 
Clarence Hagan, 
a 
son of Hagan by a former marriage, 
was present. 
Mrs. Hagan’s 
father, 
Joe Mattingly, and four of her broth­ 
ers, also saw the end of their search 
fy r her. 
The aged father said he had sought 
his daughter ever since 
her 
disap­ 
pearance, and immediately 
accepted 
Hagan’s story, even before the con­ 
firmation was obtained in his confess­ 
ion. 
Hagan will be brought to trial as 
speedily as possible, officials said. 


Charleston, Mo., March 10.—“My 
story has been told and I’m satisfied 
now”, declared Lang Hagan, 50, held 
in jail here following his confession 
to having murdered his young wife. 
He was 
told 
that 
bones had been 
found 
where 
he admitted 
that he 
buried his wife after killing her with 
a rock at their home in 
Bardstown, 
Ky. 


Sheriff J. O. King declares Hagan 
is anxious bo return to Kentucky and 
face the murder charge. 
He will not 
demand requisition papers. 
“Hagan was noisy and struck me 
as a criminal when I arrested him”, 
said the Sheriff. 
“Since he confess 
ed the murder 
he 
has 
been 
very 
quiet”. 


Charleston, March 11.— Lang Ha 
gan of Loretto, Ky., confessed slayer 
of his wife two years ago 
in Ken­ 
tucky, 
today 
confessed 
to Sheriff 
King that he had killed his two 
in­ 
fant children by crushing their skulls. 
His father-in-law, Joe 
Mattingly, 
had made the charges after finding of 
the bones of the wife, wh<5 w’as kill­ 
ed two years ago. 
Hagan was lodged in jail February 
25 on the charge of transportation 
of liquor. 
Wednesday he 
confessed 
the murder of his wife. 
Without the bravado that charact­ 
erized his confession two days ago, 
Hagan falteringly admitted 
killing 
the two babies, but only after being 
subjected to a severe grilling. 
“I killed them, but I don’t 
know 
why I did it”, he cried. 
“That’s all 
I’ll say. 
I -killed them, and I’m pre­ 
pared to pay the penalty". 
Hagan would give no other answer 
to the officers’ repeated questions as 
to why he committed ‘the 
murders. 
He appeared much nearer 
a break­ 
down than when, wdthout questioning, 
he told Sheriff King of 
his 
w ife’s 
death. 
Sheriff King was 
asked 
by Ken­ 
tucky authorities 
today to question 
Hagan regarding the infants’ deaths. 
When the infaifts were only a 
few 
days old, Hagan admitted, he killed 
them by squeezing their heads in his 
hands. 
While Hagan refused to assign 
a 
reason for slaying the infants, Sher­ 
iff King, w'ho has had Hagan under 
close observation since his first con­ 
fession, believes that the man 
was 
jealous of his wife’s affection for the 
children. 
Informed that 
Kentucky authori­ 
ties would take 
him 
back 
to that 
State, Hagan declared his willingness 
to return without requisition papers 
“I’m ready to die. 
I don’t want 
a 
trial; I will plead guilty”, he said.

TH IS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


he 


A date th a t Missourians should re­ 
member and commemorate is March 
14, for it is 
the 
birth-date of 
the 
S tate's greatest politician and states­ 
man, Thomas H art Benton. Few sta t­ 
es have ever been represented 
by a 
man so whole-heartedly devoted 
to 
pure statesm anship as was Missouri 
by Benton. 
Benton was born in the hill coun­ 
try of N orth Carolina in 1782 of hon­ 
orable but not wealthy parents. While 
still a youth in college 
his 
father 
died leaving to him the responsibility 
of looking after the welfare of 
the 
fam ily. 
As the older 
Benton 
had 
owned land in Tennessee, the family 
moved there and young Benton took 
up farm ing. 
However, studying law 
spare moments, he was adm itted to 
the bar and elected to the Tennessee 
legislature while >till in his twenties. 
At the outbreak of the War of 1812 
he became Andrew Jackson’s aid-de- 
camp, but a quarrel later ended their 
friendship, and Benton came to 
St. 
Louis and opened a law office. 
At the 
same tim e he established a new spa­ 
per and vigorously used its columns 
in behalf of Missouri in her struggle 
for statehood. 
It was 
during 
thus 
period th a t he experienced the most 
tragic note of his 
life—the historic 
duel with Lucas in which 
the latter 
was killed. 
When the State was adm itted to 
the Union, Benton and David Barton 
were chosen as its first Unfted S ta t­ 
es Senators, and Benton held this po 
sition for thirty consecutive years, 
record never reached before the Civ 
il W ar, and since then seldom equal 
led. 
While in the national 
capital 
became associated with#the country’ 
outstanding problems. 
He was the 
W est’s g reat champion, he advocated 
the building of a railroad to the Pa 
cific; he was against having trouble 
with Mexico or Texas; he opposed the 
National Bank and stood for a sound 
m onetary system of gold and silver 
he did more to 
secure 
the 
Oregon 
country for 
this 
nation than 
any 
other 
statesm an 
excepting possibly 
his colleague from Missouri, Lewis F 
Linn; he stood for cheap land 
and 
early settlem ent of the 
W est; 
fact, he was deeply concerned with all 
the great problems th a t 
confronted 
the nation from the twenties 
to the 
later fifties. 
Above 
all 
things 
he 
placed the Union and its welfare. In 
the presidential election of 1856, 
he 
supported Buchanan instead of Col 
Frem ont, his son-in-law, because he 
believed 
the 
election 
of the latter 
would cause disunion. 
In 1856, after having been defeated 
for Governor of Missouri, he retired 
and spent the rem aining two years of 
his life w riting an account of his po 
itical life. 
He died in W ashington 
April 10, 1858. 
Thomas Hart Benton can rightly be 
•ailed the State’s g reatest statesm an 
ind should be recognized as one 
of 
the N ation’s greatest. 
He 
was 
na­ 
tionalistic in his views, and not pro­ 
vincial as were m any of his contemp­ 
oraries. 
“Over all his contem poraries”, one 
of his biographers says, “ he had the 
advantage of a clearer view of 
the 
great problems of the age, because 
unvexed by ambitifin; in uprightness 
and purity of character he was ex­ 
celled by none. 
The names of Clay, 
W ebster and Calhoun 
are household 
words 
and 
their 
careers are well 
known. 
Benton served longer than 
any one of them, and was responsible 
for more sound legislation than all 
of them put together” : 
Senator Barton, k man of striking 
physical appearance, was truly a man 
with an iron will. 
He was positive 
in his convictions. 
While 
he 
was 
known to be cold, reserved and egotis 
tical, he was said to have 
been 
at 
heart a man of 
kind 
impulses 
and 
true to his friends. 
As a token of his 
greatness, nine 
counties in the Unifed States 
have 
received his name, of which it is cer­ 
tain th at six were named especially 
for him. 
Even one of M issouri’s ea r­ 
ly sobriquets, “The 
Bullion 
S tate”, 
was probably derived from Benton’s 
nickname, “Old Bullion”, based upon 
the sound money practice of th e one 
and the sound money principles 
of 
the other.

At the luncheon of the Lions Club 
last Thursday, a communication from 
lack Johnson, Scoutmaster for Troop 
», was read which brought out in 
a 
large measure the lack of 
interest 
vhich has been shown locally in the 
Scout movement. 
This lack of inter 
st was confirmed by E. B. Hensley, 
lastor of the Christian church and 
Scoutmaster of Troop 2. 
According 
o the information furnished by these 
wo, it seems that the parents of the 
•hildren display no interest 
in 
the 
•.couting movement nor have the bus- 
ness men of the town 
showed 
any 
•oncern. 
None of the 
troops 
since 
heir organization several years ago 
lave had more than a half a dozen 
dsits from parents and other grown- 
ips. 
This indifference to the scout- 
ng movement 
has 
not 
only been 
<hown in failure to find 
out 
what 
vork the Scouts are doing, but it has 
ilso been reflected financially. 
None 
if the troops, with possibly one ex- 
■eption, has 
been 
able 
to maintain 
’unds to secure the proper type 
of 
tqupiirsent needed to carry the work 
on in the most efficient manner. 
T ie Scoutmasters 
of 
the three 
groups 
have 
been 
laboring under 
Treat difficulties, giving 
unstintedly 
if both their time and money and the 
response which they have 
received 
from the poeple of the town has been 
discouraging in the extreme. 
There 
is as the result, talk of disbanding the 
Scout local organization altogether 
unless some substantial indication is 
made by the community 
that they 
want the work to go on. 
We feel that for the 
Scout 
move 
ment to fail in Sikeston would be 
mighty black mark against the town 
Standing as Scouting does, for 
the 
highest ideals of youth and character 
for Sikeston to say that 
we 
don’t 
want the Scouts, that we are not in­ 
terested in them, would he the 
ad­ 
mission that something is 
radically 
wrong with our town. It would be ad 
mitting that we don’t care what kind 
of men our boys will become; it would 
be acknowledging that we 
are 
not 
nterested in the preservation of their 
ideals and the promotion of the qual­ 
ities of good etiizenship into them; it 
would be admitting that 
our adult 
life is too much concerned with 
its 
own selfish interests and 
too 
little 
worried about what happens to 
the 
youth who must grow up within the 
city'. 
Sikeston cannot afford to make 
such an admission. 
Something must 
be done. 


As to what the best solution of the 
Scouting problem is, we would hard­ 
ly undertake to say'. 
We believe that 
the present organization can be bet­ 
tered and we believe it can be done in 
this manner—to center the organiza­ 
tion in one executive committee. At 
present, each Scout troop is fostered 
or sponsored by one of the churches 
and that fact tends to take communi­ 
ty interest away from the movement 
and place the stamp of denomination 
alism upon that troop. 
Understand 
that we are in no way censoring the 
churches for this. It is doubtful that 
if they had not taken 
the 
Scouting 
movement under their wing, it would 
never have gained a start in Sikes­ 
ton. 
But, now that start has 
been 
made, let the Scout Movement 
be­ 
come a 
community 
interest. 
The 
Lions at their luncheon referred the 
m atter to a committee for investiga­ 
tion. 
That committee might do well 
to study the plan successfully used in 
other cities and appoint a committee 
of business men, who have the inter­ 
ests of the children of town at heart, 
to serve as 
an executive committee 
for the Boy Scouts of Sikeston. Each 
troop would be under the jurisdiction

manufactured in the West. 
Major operations will not be under 
way for nearly 60 days, when all the 
118 looms and the spindles necessary 
to provide thread fer the looms will 
be in action. 
Forty of 
the 
looms 
have already been placed. 
Much of 
the machinery was manufactured in 
Ireland upon special order while the 
remainder was purchased from New 
York linen mills. 
Predictions that Oregon is destin­ 
ed to become an active linen industry 
center are made upon the basis that 
flax is equal in quality for fabrics to 
that raised anywhere 
in the world 
can be grown 
in 
almost 
unlimited 
quantities. 
It is estimated that in the Willa­ 
mette Valley alone there are 
250,- 
000 acres adaptable to flax 
growing 
and that there are not 
more 
than 
5000 being devoted to the plant 
at 
present. Flax has proved one of the 
most profitable crops that can be rais­ 
ed, the moist climate being particu­ 
larly adapted to producing the best 
fiber. 
Flax has been grown experimental­ 
ly for nearly 50 years, the first seed 
being brought across the plains 
in 
1845, when coarse fabrics were wov­ 
en by hand. 
About 20 years ago 
a 
group of Belgians proved the quality 
of the fiber 
and since that 
time 
a 
steady development has occurred. 
The fact that the best results are 
obtained from pulled rather than cut 
flax but that this was a slow and er- 
pensive method at the best, served to 
retard the development. Employment 
was given to inmates of the Oregon 
Penitentiary for years by 
the grow­ 
ers, who raised the flax 
under 
con­ 
tract with the State, which manufac­ 
tured tow and prepared it for weav­ 
ing and spinning. 
With the introduction of flaxpull- 
ing machines by Col. W. B. Bartram, 
of Toronto,, Can., a few years ago, a 
new era was opened and the costs of 
harvesting reduced from $25 to $30 
an acre to approximately $5 an acre. 
Unable to raise the money necessary 
to import 
a sufficient 
quantity of 
these machines to harvest the acre­ 
age, the farmers took up the matter 
with the Portland Chamber of Com­ 
merce which advanced the money ne­ 
cessary. 
This has been repaid and many ma­ 
chines purchased by private growers, 
who rent them to 
neighbors whose 
acreages are not sufficient to warrant 
the purchase of a 
machine 
costing 
nearly $1000 and which is used but a 
few days a year. 
Exclusive of the industry at 
the 
penitentiary, which it is said includ­ 
es the largest retting and scutching 
plant in the world, there 
is 
nearly 
$750,000 invested in the 
two 
mills 


here. The first of these was placed in 
operation in 1925 and "is devoted ex­ 
clusively to the manufacture of linen 
thread and twine used extensively in 
the fishing and shoe 
manufaoturing 
industry. 
A large manufacturer 
in 
St. Louis recently placed an order for 
2500 pounds of shoe thread monthly, 
sufficient to operate the mill nearly at 
capacity for a full eight-hour shift 
daily. 
Prior to the organization of 
the 
mills here, all the fiber product pro­ 
duced was marketed in the East and 
in Europe. 
Imports of linen or flax 
products into the United States 
ap­ 
proximate $100,000X100 in value each 
year, of which $25,000,000 wortff are 
said to be of the quality which 
is 
being manufactured in Salem. 
As the duty on the imports is from 
35 to 55 per cent, it will be possible 
for the Oregon mills to compete in 
the markets with foreign lines. 
It is 
said that there is a sufficient market 
for linens in the United 
States 
to 


keep 45 mills of the capacity of the 
new plant here in constant operation 
Those in touch with 
the 
situation 
freely predict that within a few years 
the flax industry will be second 
to 
lumbering, the leading industry 
of 
the State.

H agan, ill in the Charleston, Mo., 
jail, confessed yesterday he

He believed his illness would 
be fatal before he could be brought 
to trial, but Nelson County officials

deputies from here 
tomorrow to re­ 
turn him for trial. 
The bones were found S h feet be­ 
low a slate floor in the cellar. A wed­ 
ding ring, clothing, scissors and

strand of hair were discovered 
with 
the body. 
A Coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
that the “ rem ains” were 
those 
of 
Mary Rose H agan, wrife of I,ang U«- 
gan ; that she “ came to her death by 
being’ murdered by her husband, and 
the body buried in the house” . 
H agan said he set fire to the house 
after burying the body. 
Officials l>egan digging in the ruins 
last night upon being advised of the 
confession. 
Resum ing the work thi»« 
morning before a crowd estimated at 
100 persons, the laborers found the 
grave at noon. 
Clarence H agan, 
a 
son of H agan by a former m arriage, 
was present. 
Mrs. H agan's 
father, 
Jo e Mattingly, and four of her broth­ 
ers, also saw the end of their search 
for her. 
The aged father said he had sought 
his daughter ever since 
her 
disap ­ 
pearance, and immediately 
accepted 
H agan ’s story, even before the con­ 
firmation was obtained in his confess­ 
ion. 
H agan will be brought to trial a s 
speedily as possible, officials said.

TH IS W EEK IN MO. HISTORY 


A date th a t Missourian* should re­ 
member and commemorate is March 
4, for it la 
the 
birth-date of 
the 
S tate’s greatest politician and states­ 
man, Thom as Hart Benton. Few sta t­ 
es have ever been represented 
by 
a 
man so whole-heartedly devoted 
to 
pure statesm anship as was Missouri 
hy Benton. 
Benton was born in the hill coun­ 
try of N orth Carolina in 1782 of hon­ 
orable hut not wealthy parents. While 
still a youth in college 
his 
father 
died leaving to him the responsibility 
of looking after the welfare of 
the 
fam ily. 
As the older 
Benton 
had 
owned land in Tennessee, the family 
moved there and young Benton took 
up farm ing. 
However, studying law 
spare m om ents, he was adm itted to 
the bar and elected to the Tennessee 
legislature whil« .«till in his twenties 
At the outbreak of the W ar of 1812 
he became Andrew Jackson’s aid-de 
camp, but a quarrel later ended their 
friendship, and Benton came to 
St 
Ixiuis and opened a law office. 
At the 
iame tim e he established a newspa­ 
per and vigorously used its columns 
in behalf of Missouri in her struggle 
for statehood. 
It was 
during 
this 
period th a t he experienced the most 
tragic note of his 
life—the historic 
duel with Lucas in which 
the latter 
was killed. 
When the State was adm itted to 
the Union, Benton and David Barton 
were chosen as its first United Stat 
es Senators, and Benton held this po­ 
sition for thirty consecutive years, a 
record never reached before the Civ­ 
il W ar, and since then seldom equal­ 
led. 
While in the national 
capital 
he 
became associated with#the country’s 
outstanding problems. 
He was the 
W est's great champion, he advocated 
the building of a railroad to the P a­ 
cific; he was against having trouble 
with Mexico or Texas; he opposed the 
National Bank and stood for a sound 
m onetary system of gold and silver; 
he did more to 
secure 
the 
Oregon 
country for 
this 
nation than 
any 
other 
statesm an 
excepting possibly 
his colleague from Missouri, Lewis F. 
Linn; he stood for cheap land 
and 
early settlem ent of the 
W est; 
in 
fact, he was deeply concerned with all 
the great problems th at 
confronted 
the nation from the tw enties 
to the 
later fifties. 
Above 
all 
things 
he 
placed the Union and its welfare. In 
the presidential election of 1856, 
he 
supported Buchanan instead of Col. 
F’rem ont, his son-in-law, because he 
believed 
the 
election 
of the latter 
would cause disunion. 
In 1856, after having been defeated 
for Governor of M issouri, he retired 
and spent the rem aining two years of 
his life w riting an account of his po­ 
litical life. 
He died in W ashington, 
April 10, 1858. 
Thomas H art Benton can rightly be 
called the State’s greatest statesm an, 
and should be recognized as one 
of 
the N ation’s greatest. 
He 
was 
na­ 
tionalistic in his views, and not pro­ 
vincial as were many of his contemp­ 
oraries. 
“Over all his contem poraries”, one 
of his biographers says, “he had the 
advantage of a clearer view of 
the 
great problems of the age, because 
unvexed by ambitifin; in uprightness 
and purity of character he was ex­ 
celled by none. 
The names of Clay, 
W ebster and Calhoun 
are household 
words 
and 
their 
careers are well 
known. 
Benton served longer than 
any one of them, and was responsible 
for more sound legislation than all 
of them put together” .* 
Senator Barton, h man of striking 
physical appearance, was truly a man 
with an iron will. 
He was positive 
in his convictions. 
While 
he 
was 
known to be cold, reserved and egotis­ 
tical, he was said to have 
been 
at 
heart a man of 
kind 
impulses 
and 
true to his friends. 
As a token of his 
greatness, nine 
counties in the Unifed States 
have 
received his name, of which it is cer­ 
tain th a t six were named especially 
for him. 
Even one of M issouri’s e a r­ 
ly sobriquets, “The 
Bullion 
State 
was probably derived from Benton’s 
nickname, “Old Bullion”, based upon 
the sound money practice of the one 
and the sound money principles 
of 
the other.

is as the result, talk of disbanding the 
Scout local organization altogether 
unless some substantial indication is 
made by the community 
that 
they 
want the work to go on. 
We feel that for the 
Scout 
move 
ment to fail in Sikeston w’ould be 
a 
mighty black mark against the town 
Standing as Scouting does, for 
the 
highest ideals of youth and character, 
for Sikeston to say that 
we 
don’t 
want the Scouts, that we are not in­ 
terested in them, would he the 
ad­ 
mission that something is 
radically 
wrong with our town. It would be ad­ 
mitting that we don't care what kind 
of men our boys will become; it would 
be acknowledging that we 
are 
not 
interested in the preservation of their 
ideals and the promotion of the qual­ 
ities of good ctiizeaship into them; it 
would be admitting 
that 
our 
adult 
life is too much concerned with 
its 
own selfish interests and 
too 
little 
worried about what happens to 
the 
youth who must grow up within the 
city. 
Sikeston cannot afford to make 
such an admission. 
Something must 
be done. 


As to what the best solution of the 
Scouting problem is, we would hard 
ly undertake to say. 
We believe that 
the present organization can be bet 
tered and we believe it can be done in 
this manner—to center the organiza 
ticn in one executive committee. At 
present, each Scout troop is fostered 
or sponsored by one of the churches 
and that fact tends to take eommuni 
ty interest away from the movement 
and place the stamp of denomination 
alism upon that troop. 
Understand 
that we are in no way censoring the 
churches for this. 
It is doubtful that 
if they had not taken 
the 
Scouting 
movement under their wing, it would 
never have gained a sta rt in Sikes 
ton. 
But, now that start has 
been 
made, let the Scout Movement 
be 
come a 
community 
interest. 
The 
Lions at their luncheon referred the 
matter to a committee for investiga 
tion. 
That committee might do w’ell 
to study the plan successfully used in 
other cities and appoint a committee 
of business men, who have the inter 
osts of the children of town at heart 
to serve 
as 
an executive committee 
for the Boy Scouts of Sikeston. Each

the North, returned to his home and 
wrote a letter to the Cairo Associa­

Bovay and Kingsley went to Wash­ 
ington and secured the passage of a 
bill by Congress perm itting the build­ 
ing of a bridge at Cairo. 
To iron out some difficulty in ob­ 
taining the passage of the bill, Bovay 
dropped out of the project. 
His go­ 
ing almost brought 
failure 
to 
the 
plans. 
He had interested St. 
Louis 
bankers and received their 
support. 
These bankers abandoned the

ests promoting a bridge project 
at 
Cape Girardeau, Mo. 
The original plans had called 
for

Salem, Ore.—Oregon linen 
manu­ 
factured from flax grown, retted and 
scutched within this 
state, is heing 
offered for the first time in the 
his­ 
tory of the country, it is said, with 
looms in operation at the Oregon Lin­ 
en Mills, Inc., plant here. 
The open­ 
ing 
of 
the 
m anufacturing process 
was attended 
by 
a large delegation 
of Portlanders who, through the co­ 
operation of the development depart­ 
ment of the 
Portland 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce, have lent material and fi­ 
nancial assistance in starting the in­ 
dustry. 
The cloth is the first to 
be 
manufactured in the West. 
Major operations will not be under 
way for nearly 60 days, when all the 
118 looms and the spindles necessary 
to provide thread for the looms will 
be in action. 
Forty of 
the 
looms 
have already been placed. 
Much of 
the machinery was manufactured in 
Ireland upon special order while the 
remainder was purchased from New 
York linen mills. 
Predictions that Oregon is destin­ 
ed to become an active linen industry 
center are made upon the basis that 
flax is equal in quality for fabrics to 
that raised anywhere 
in the world 
can be grown 
in 
almost 
unlimited 
quantities. 
It is estimated that in the Willa­ 
mette Valley alone there are 
250,- 
000 acres adaptable to flax 
growing 
and that there are not 
more 
than 
5000 being devoted to the plant 
at 
present. Flax has proved one of the 
most profitable crops that can be rais­ 
ed, the moist climate being particu­ 
larly adapted to producing the best 
fiber. 
Flax has been grown experimental­ 
ly for nearly 50 years, the first seed 
being brought across the plains 
in 
1845, when coarse fabrics were wov­ 
en by hand. 
About 20 years ago 
a 
group of Belgians proved the quality 
of the fiber 
and since that 
time 
a 
steady development has occurred. 
The fact that the best results are 
obtained from pulled rather than rut 
flax but that this was a slow and er- 
pensive method at the best, served to 
retard the development. Employment 
was given to inmates of the Oregon 
Penitentiary for years by 
the grow­ 
ers, who raised the flax 
under 
con­ 
tract with the State, which manufac­ 
tured tow and prepared it for weav­ 
ing and spinning. 
With the introduction of flaxpull- 
ing machines by Col. W. B. Bartram, 
of Toronto,, Can., a few years ago, a 
new era was opened and the costs of 
harvesting reduced from $25 to $30 
an acre to approximately $5 an acre. 
Unable to raise the money necessary 
to import 
a sufficient 
quantity of 
these machines to harvest the acre­ 
age, the farm ers took up the m atter 
with the Portland Chamber of Com­ 
merce which advanced the money ne­ 
cessary. 
This has been repaid and many ma­ 
chines purchased by private growers, 
who rent them to 
neighbors whose 
acreages are not sufficient to w arrant 
the purchase of a 
machine 
costing 
nearly $1000 and which is used but a 
few days a year. 
Exclusive of the industry at 
the 
penitentiary, which it is said includ­ 
es the largest retting and scutching 
plant in the world, there 
is 
nearly 
$750,000 invested in 
the 
two 
mills 


here. The first of these was placed in 
operation in 1925 and *is devoted ex­ 
clusively to the manufacture of linen 
thread and twine used extensively in 
the fishing and shoe 
manufaoturing 
industry. 
A large m anufacturer 
in 
St. Louis recently placed an order for 
2500 pounds of shoe thread monthly, 
sufficient to operate the mill nearly at 
capacity for a full eight-hour shift 
daily. 
Prior to the organization of 
the 
mills here, all the fiber product pro­ 
duced was marketed in the East and 
in Europe.
